G.S.R. 806.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea Customs 
Act., 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State of Pondi¬ 
cherry , and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the 
^Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) No. 40-Customs, dated the 20th 
April, 1960, the Central Government hereby exempts cinematograph films, 
exposed (other than sub-standard cinematograph films, exposed, of a size not 
exceeding 9‘5 mm), falling under item 29(1) of the First Schedule to the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), when imported into India or the State of Pondi¬ 
cherry, from so much of the duty leviable thereon under the Second mentioned 
Act as is in excess of 27 naye pains per linear foot. 
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
